dhism and Christianity, and as it Is 
known that Baddhist missionaries 
preached the doctrines of their faith 
throughout Asia at an early date, there 
can be little doubt that the idea of the 
primitive Christians were largely af 
fected by them.” It is known that 
Buddhist missionaries preached In a 
part of Asia at an early date; bat it is 
not known that these missionaries 
preached in any country likely to effect 
Judaism or Christianity, or that tuere 
was any historical contact between 
Baddhism and Judaism or early Chris- 
tlanity. There is a good deal of loose 
writi&g abous Ba idhist missionaries in 
Syria, Egypt, etc., before the Christian 
Era; but there is not a snap of evidence 
that any Baddhists preached in Syria, 
Asia Minor, Judea, Egypt, or Arabia, or 
tbat Buddhism ever reached those coun- 
tries at all. I have carefully examined 
the alleged evidence of this, and it is 
wholly surmise, speculation, devoid of 
the slightest proof. I challenge the 
production of a single particle of au- 
thentic history, probative that Baddh- 
{sm was preached ia Western Asia, or 
that any contact took place between 
Judaiem or Christianity at an early 
date. If any such evidence exists, I 
abould like'to see it. Max Maller says 
he has heen looking for such evidence 
fora long time, bac can not find any 
whatever. Prof. T. W. Rnys Davids, 
who is a non Christian, a Positivist I 
believe, and quite favorable to Baddh- 
iam in his writings, the lending Baddh 
iat scholar of Eag!aud, has more than 
once expressed his decided conviction 
that Caristianity waa not affected by 
Baddhis ao in its early development, and 
that the resemblances or para!lela be 
tween the two was o” Independent orl- 
gin, neither borrowing from tne otter. 
Mr. Wake quotes Prot. Davida relative 
to the story of Barlaam and Josophat 
naving been derived by the Caristiang 
from the Biddhiats, in che eigoth cen 
tury A. D., but he pradently emitted to 
quote what Prof. Davids had sald in de 
nial of the theory that Christianity had 
taken some of its primitive features 
from Baddblam. Bo h Max Maller and 
Divide give u3 particalara of the de 
tivation of the Josophat legeni from 
the life of Baddba; but itis these two 
Baddhist scholars who have decidedly 
negatived toe idea that a portion o! 
Carlatianity was derived from Buddh 
iam, by hlatorical contact in the early 
renturles. I know of no competent 
Baddbist echolar, Earopean or -Ameri 
can Orientalíat, who beileves tbat piim- 
itive Caristfanity was,In part, an off- 
shoot of Buddb am. Some unsclentitic 
cranks have soa ffi emed, and endeavored 
to establish; bat no Oriental scholar 


of genuine Buidhism—the means of 
getting rid of life and reacbing Nirvana. 
All the benevolence and charity en 
joined In Buddhism are directed to this 
end—building up of good karma, and 
thus shortening the life of misery 
which we are compelled to endure in 
this and other worlds. Baddhistic al- 
truism is, in its essence, entirely ego- 
istic. All the good we do to others is 
placed to our credit, and In our next in- 
carnation we receive full reward for it 
all, and are so much nearer final extine- 
tion as individual beings, the goal to 
which all true Buddhists are passing 
forward. Moreover, to be a thorough 
Baddhist, all desires, loves, hopes, as- 
pirations, all enjoymen: of any kind, 
whether in doing good or lll, all action 
of every description, all care or 
thought for any human belog or for 
anything else, must be totally eradi- 
cated. Perfect indiffarence to all things 
must ultimately dominate the person- 
ality. Alllove of good, all good ac- 
tions, are as much to be shunned, in the 
end, a8 the opposite. The mind must 
attain a jelly fish condition. The per- 
son must attain to that conditiun In 
which if all the people on earth were 
suffering the most excruciating tor- 
tures, he must be absolutely oblivioas 
of it; every feeling of sympathy, com 
passion, in fact, every feeling of every 
kind, must be totally uprooted before 
we can reach Nirvana. So long as a 
spark of feeling, a trace of a desire, the 
faintest adumbration of an emotion of 
any kind, exists in you, you mast bere 
incarnated and continue the life of mis- 
ery on earth or elsewhere. Unless one 
oecomes virtually a stock or stone, he 
can not reach salvation. We hear much 
of Buddhist salvation, of Buddha being 
the “Savior of the World." What is thia 
salvation? how was he the Savior? Sal- 
vation consisted solely in pointing out 
the means by which man could: be 
saved from perpetual reincarnation and 
attain non-existence; and to do this, 
man must become eventually, on this 
earth, the same as a stone, bereft of 
every feeling and every desire. To 
bring this about, Buddha established 
his order, an azsemblage of monks (80- 
called), who must be idle mendicants, 
living on charity, and doing nothing in 
the way of honest labor. Al! family 
tie3 must be broken, and as much prog 
ress made as possible on the road to 
the condition of absolute indifference to 
everything and everybody, the sine qua 
non of Buddhist endeavor. Self-saiva 
tion is “the be-all and the end all” of 
Baddhist monkhooi—said salvation be- 
ing the total extinction of everything 
human in man—and 8s a means to this 
self-salvation, the assistance of others 
along the road to their salvation ia en 
joined. To sooner become a stone, or 
to attain a jelly-fish condition youreelf, 
you must help others to become stones 
or jellyfish. Sach is Buddhist egois 
tico-altralstic salvation. With its hor- 
rible doctrine of perpetual reincarna: 
tion, and ita Nirvana, it ia one of the 
most baneful superstitions with which 
the world has been cursed, despite its 
incidental altraism and exalted ethical 
precepts. The admirable humanitarl- 
anism of Baddhiem is vitiated by ite 
pernicioas philosophy of tbe nature of 
exiatence,inclading the metem psychosis 
and the tranimigration of souls. The 
nataral result of sach 8 misleading 8y8- 
tem of thought is sean In the condition 
of the priesthood (so callec) and of the 
people in every Buddhist country in 
the world. When persons dilate upon 
the excellencies of Buddhism, they re- 
fer alone to the better parta of the sys- 
tem, and Ignore the darker constituents. 
Some things in it are ex:elle it; nut [te 
essence, ita motive power, the funda 
mental bisea of Ite philosophy, are mig- 
leading and evil. 

Zoroastrianism, even In its later cor. 
rupt forma, wa4 a mach nooler faith 
than Baddhlam ; and the Parseelam of 
today ranks macs anove any extant 
form of Baddhism. Tae virlity of the 
Paral religioa and Ite followers le in 
aharp contrast to the enervating and 
degenerating influences of Biddhism 
and the lamentabie condjtion of ita be 
lievera. The Paralsof India are decid- 
edly the moat superior of all the native 
population. Compare the enterprising, 
uoright, benevolent, progressive Parale 
with the Indolent, effeminate reincar- 
nation believing Híndaa, S nhalewe, Bur- 
meae, etc. The Brabmanic Hindas and 
the Par«la are deecandanta of a con 
mon Aryan stock. Sanskrit and Zand 
are aiater langaagea, and the forefath 
ers of the Aryan Hliadas and the Parsia

We are told by Mr. C. Staniland Wake, 
In the essay before referred to, that 
Buddhlsm had mucn the same relation 
to the earlier Brahmanism that Mazda 
ism hadto the primitive Magism of Cen- 
tral Asia. Now, while Buddhism had ita 
roots in Brahmanism, was in its origin 
an offshoct of Brahmanism, Mazdaism 
did not spring from Magism—did not 
have its roots [n Central Asian Magism. 
Mazdaism and Magism have often been 
erroneously confounded with each 
other, but they sre widely different 
things. Zoroaster taught Mazdaism, 
the worship of Abora Mazda. This had 
nought to do with Magjsm, which wasa 
much lower and inferior faith, polythe- 


istic and enperstitions. Mazdaism was 
an elevated, spiritaalized form of wor- 
ship, an approximation toward mon- 
otheism, in which moral purity was 
specially emphasized. The 5 Gathas of 
Zoroaster contain pure Mazdaism; the 
rest of the Avesta Is devoted to the la- 
ter forms of corrupted Mazdaism, in 
which the pure Zoroastrian teachings 
are almost burid in the debasing ele- 
ments derived from current Magism 
Aside from the Gatbas, the Avesta i3 a 
compound of ancient Mazdaism and the 
prevalent Magiam of the period. In 
the more modern work the Bandabish 
we have still greater amplitication of 
the corruptions and superstitions of 
Magism. The origin of Mazdalem was 
not in Migiem, but in pre-Vedic Aryan 

ism. The Vedic religion of India and 
the Mezdaism of Zoroaster had a com 

Mon origin—they are the two diver- 
gent children of the same mother. So 
that Brabmanism, Buddhism, and Zoro- 
astrianism are three descendants of & 
common ancestor —all independent of 
Magiem. Jast as Brahmaniem ia the 
corrupt admixture of the noble Vedic 
faith with the corruptions and eupersti- 
tions of the non-Aryan peoples of India, 
go is the later Mez iaism of Cyrus. Da- 
Tius, and the bulk of the Avesta, an ad- 
mixture of the nobler Z proastrianism of 
the Gathas with toe saperetitions and 
corraptions of the peoples among whom 
It prevailed —Media, Persia, etc. It 
can not.then, be said with propriety 
that Mezjal-m bore the eame relation 
to Magiam that Buddhism did to Brah 

maniem. Brahmanism ia the parent of 
Baddbism, while Magism, instead of be- 
Ing the parent of Mazdalem, was mere- 
ly the source of the later corruptions of 
Mazdalam, with whose genesis it bad no 
connection. 

We are told by Mr. Wake that while 
Mazdalam may be represented in the 
egolatic aide of Christian teaching, 
Baddhiam la represented In the altru- 
Istic aide. Aathe altruism go promin- 
ent in Baddhism la purely egolstic or 
selfish, and as Mazdalem inculcated 
right doing forthe sake of right, be- 
cause it waa right, in my opinion Maz 
dalam was much the less egoletic of the 
two. The whole philosopby of Baddh- 
lam {a bared apon selfl«hneaa—self-&al- 
vation. Tne one single object of the 
teachings of Baddha was to establish 
the means of getting rid of ex atence 
and the attainment of Nirvana. All 
the a'trolam in Baddhlam Is for thesole 
purpose of shortening the term of our 
mundane series of existences, the 
speedler attainment of Nirvana. The 
more we exercise the virtaee of the 
beneficence, fraternity, kindilneas, the 
shorter the period of our various earth- 
ly incarnations, and the sooner the 
summum bonum, Nirvana, la attained. In 
Baddbism earthly life la an intolerable 
barden; all men are condemned to a 
perpetaa! roand of wearisome reincar- 
nation. Gautama s udied oat a syetem 
of philosophy whi b, he claimed, 
showed the way by which the miseries 
of continued existence could be ended ; 
and this philosophy la really the whole
